profit. On tho other hand llie strike 
and tlie boycott w nld be placed iu tlio 
category of illegal disturbances, and tlio 
occupation ol the agitator and the walk- 
iiip delegate would be gone. 


So far aa the cou"ii!t between labor 


ami capital is concerned, ami the de- 
moralization and dancer it indicts upon 
the public, a court of arbitration would 
accomplish all that government owner- 
ship of railroads would and very much 
more. H la an open question, indeed, 
whether government ownership of tlie 
roads would settle labor disturbances so 
far as the ronda are concerned. There are 
now a number of railroads in this 
country now being operated by the gov- 
ernment, but that does not seem to 
make the sllghest difference in regard to 
,he effect of tho boycott on those r nida. 
It is not at all apparent that the busi- 
ness conducted by the government ia to 
be exempt from the prevailing disturb- 
ances. 


The government ownership of railr 


roads might settle some less important 
contentions, but it is wholly insufficient 
to meet the requirements of the issue 
now before the people. That must be 
met and settled by a comprehensive 
measure affecting the railroads and all 
departments ot industry alike. 


IF, AS the Bianiincr'aUiteB, the Pull- 


man company baa at this, stage o! 
affairs positively refused to submit the 
difference between itself and its work- 
men to arbitration, it has forfeited all 
right to sympathy, regardless of what 
may be said of the indefensible methods 
adopted by the strikers. A man or a 
corporation which is not willing to sub- 
mit a dispute to arbitration when the 
lives and property of his fellow citizens 
are imperilled by bis refusal has no 
claims for sympathy over the fraternity 
of boycotters. If the Pullman company 
was aesed for an unconditional surren- 
der ol their rights the matter would be 
different, but the corporation which 
will refuse the justice of arbitration un- 
der conditions like those now existing is 
eulliciently soulless to meet the most 
extravagant ideaa regarding tlwcoadi- 
tions under which corporations are said
